ist. Your standing Committee on management of the House 
of Refuge, beg to report as follows ; Bir se scice? 


Tenders for supplies for one year were asked for at the usual 


time and in the usual manner. On the whole, the prices asked were 
higher than last year but not to any great extent. Beef by the fore 


quarter is 5 cts. per lb. and bread $1.90 per too Ibs. The quality of 


the articles delivered under the new contracts so far has been sat- 
isfactory. 


2nd. ‘The dramage mentioned in our last report, has not yet 
been completed as we have failed to get all parties interested to sign 


satisfactory agreements for the construction of said drain. We rec- - 
ommend that action be taken pursuant to the Ditches and Water- 
course Act, to have said ditch constructed and that your Committee, 


be authorized to take the necessary and legal action to have said 
drain constructed. \ 


3rd The farm is now practically all under cultivation, the 
rough land havmg been drained and broken up and is now being 
put in with crop. 


4th. The sum of money mentioned as being due from the 
Creamery has been paid to the Manager and the surplus milk is 
again being sent there. 


The cattle purchased in the fall have been sold for $46.00 per 
head, being $12 per head more than was paid for them. ‘The profit 
on this transaction, if any, has been small. ‘The County however, 
is not alone in this experience and a quantity of rough feed that 
would otherwise have been largely’ wasted has been turned into 
needed manure, 
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5th. A contract has been let for 120 rods of Cyclone wire fenc- 
ing’at 50 cents per rod, your committee finding the posts. Nothing 
has as yet been done to the hedge on the front of the farm, the com- 
pany seeming to have forgotten all about, it, but your Committee 
recommends that the said hedge be properly cultivated and the 
vacancies filled up. 


6th. Your Committee would draw the attention of the Council 
to the fact that there are some claims still unsettled, due by Charles 
Knott. They amount to 70 or $75 and we consider they should be 
paid at once. The mortgage on the land is stil] unpaid and drawing 
interest at 6 per cent. Since January there has been paid into the 
Treasurer on this account $172 50, being one year’s rent from the 
former tenant and half year’s from the present one. We would 
recommend that the mortgage be paid and that the Treasurer be 
authorized to pay the sum on the order ofthe chairman of the House 
of Refuge Commuittee. 


7th. A large portion of the floor in the basement of the House 
requires renewal, the flooring and joisting being badly decayed. In © 
our opinion a wooden floor in not suitable, being too near the earth 
and without ventilation. The concrete floors are also in a poor 
condition and either require extensive repair or complete relaying. 
Your Committee would recommend repair of these defects ina per- 
manent manner. 


sth. In connection with the Electric Lighting, there has been 
some dissatisfaction and your Committee wauld recommend a con- 
ference with the Company with a view of making some more satis- 
factory arrangements, preferably a lump sum to be paid for each year 
quarterly or otherwise.
